Oct. 24.—A great Re­ 
publican meeting tilled the 
spacious 
Board of Trade auditorium 
tonight. 
The Columbus Glee club, with their 
songs, filled a largo part of th< time, 
although 
brief 
Republican 
speeches 
were interspersed. 
Secretary of State 
Laylin presided. 
Governor George K. 
Nash madt the principal •peoeh in re­ 
sponse to requests* for 
a 
statement 
about the now 
municipal 
co le. 
He 
spoke as follows: 
Mr. Chairman and FellGW-Cltlzens: 
We have a constitution framed by 
our lathorr, and under which the peo­ 
ple of Oh to have li \ «<1 tor more than 
DO years. 
This organic law permitted, 
or rather commanded the goner*« as­ 
sem bly lo provide by general laws for 
the organisation of cities and incor­ 
porated villages. 
It farther command* 
ed that the gcnernl assembly should 
not pass any fpecial n< t 
conferring 
corporate powers, l.'nder these lln Mo­ 
tions we must have a uniform law fot 
the organization of cities am! uniform 
law for the organization of viliar' s. 
More than 30 years ago, the smn- rai 
assembly began the violation <>r th*’«' 
comtnauds of the constitution by t. t. 
sifying cities—organizing som e cities , 
in one way and other cities iu another. 
Tltis happened because the general as- 
tsernbly were im p n ssed wlih the Idea 
titat certain cities 
required

charters 
which 
W< re unnecessary In other cities,

Matters went from bad to i 
worse, until the time eame wln-n in 
Ohio scarcely two cities were organiz­ 
ed in the sam e manner, or under the 
same law.
